A Crusade for World Justice and World Peace 


A most noteworthy achievement has been accomplished 
by the Federal Council of Churches in America in promoting 
the observance of Armistice Day as an occasion of mobiliz- 
ing the forces of the Church for a crusade for world justice 
and world peace. 


Although six years have passed since the Armistice 
brought a cessation of the carnage of the World War, the 
world is still in a state of unsettled security, mutual jeal- 
ousies, hatreds and war preparations. Even the hopeful 
results of the Washington conference do not provide much 
encouragement in the way of a general disarmament. All 
branches of the Church have adopted formal resolutions in 
denunciation of war and advocating peace. We are realizing 
that this is not enough. The Church must challenge the war 
system itself and organize a permanent crusade of educa- 
tion and inspiration against it. It must affirm that loyalty 
to Christ transcends all lower loyalties and that the spirit 
of Christ must be applied to every national and interna- 
tional problem. It must make a study of the causes of war 
and organize a steady campaign for the removal of those 
causes, 


A new psychology of peace must be developed. Our 
people, and especially our young people, must be educated 
in the process of thinking peace, talking peace, praying 
peace and willing peace. As a method of settling interna- 
tional misunderstandings and difliculties, war must be out- 
lawed. It is a relic of barbarism and must be relegated to 
the same category with slavery and cannibalism. In its 
place must be substituted international law, courts of con- 
ciliation and arbitration. A study of all proposed agencies 
for this purpose, such as the Levinson-Borah Plan for the 
Outlawry of War, the World Court of Justice, the Draft 
Treaty Plan and Disarmament Plans must be made. Con- 
ferences and public meetings should be held, where a full 
and frank discussion of these plans should be undertaken. 
A permanent program of education should be followed out 
for Church schoals, spublic schools, young people’s so- 
cieties and colleges. It can not be done all at once. Tradi- 
tions and blind prejudices will have to be met and over- 
come. The persistence of lower impulses of selfishness and 
greed will have to be overcome. But, like all crusades in 
the cause of righteousness, victory will be the ultimate 
result. This is the greatest task that the Church faces at 
the present day and it is a task that requires the united 
forces of all branches of the Churches working together. 
And in working together in this great task the Churches 
will find themselves more closely united than ever before 
because they will perceive more vitally the true spirit of 
our Lord and Master, the Prince of Peace. Perhaps, in

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European Impressions 


The editor has asked me to write regularly in The Pacific 
Churchman what he proposes to call “The Bishop’s Page.” I 
am glad to accede to his request and glad on this first occa- 
sion to follow another suggestion of his and tell just a 
little of my recent visit with my family to Europe. 

Our trip was purely for pleasure. I had no intention of 
investigating conditions—social, economic, political or re- 
ligious. An absurd interview which appeared in several of 
the daily papers was built up out of his imagination by 
an enterprising young reporter upon the basis of the one 
remark that the acceptance of the Dawes report and the 
conciliatory attitude of the English and French premiers 
has brought a far more hopeful and confident feeling in 
Europe. That was evident to even the casual observer. But 
the casual observer would have no right to speak on the 
complex and tangled social conditions in England and on 
the Continent. To him in England, France, Italy and Swit- 
zerland life seemed to run along in the ordinary way. The 
excitement and tenseness of five years ago was gone. Except 
for automobiles and especially the innumerable char-a-bancs 
rural England seemed much as it did years before the war. 
It is, of course, different in certain fundamental ways. The 
land is changing hands. The social tone is rapidly altering. 
But travelers by automobile, hotel-dwelling Americans who 
are not stopping long enough to make social contacts, do 
not notice that. The beautiful countryside is as it has been 
for generations. The home-like villages, the stately great 
houses and the lovely parish churches still touch the heart 
of every American who loves the home of his ancestors. 

We had a wonderful moving picture of it all in a three- 
weeks’ motor trip. Landing at Plymouth, we spent our first 
Sunday there. Starting thence on Monday, a glimpse of 
Cornwall, a zigzag across Devonshire and a charming trip 
through Somerset, with the beauty of Glastonbury and 
Wells Cathedral never to be forgotten, brought us to Strat- 
ford for another Sunday. From Stratford we crossed to 
Chester, stopping to see Wrexham and its parish church, 
home and burial place of old Elihu Yale—a pilgrimage goal 
for all good “Yale men.” From Chester a long drive took us 
to the Lakes. Then Carlisle, Ayrshire with its memories of 
“Robbie” Burns, the Trossachs, the mountains and the lochs 
where Sir Walter seems still to live, Stirling and Edin- 
burgh, Melrose and Abbotsford and Dryburgh brought a be- 
wildering wealth of romance and history to mind. We 
crossed the border back into England at Chevy Chase, in a 
gale of wind and rain which in tempestuous fury outdid 
the famous fight of Percy and the Douglas. In England again, 
came the line of great cathedrals of the east coast, Durham, 


York, Ripon, Lincoln, Peterborough, Ely; then a night in 


Cambridge, and at last London. There we had the good 
fortune to be just in time to catch a glimpse of Mr. and 
Mrs. Louis F. Monteagle, as in Bath we had met Mr. and 
Mrs. Benjamin Dibblee. They were the only “officials” of 
our big Diocesan family whom we saw on the trip, although 
everywhere we were meeting other members of it or friends 
from California. 

London was crowded. The Empire had poured in its 
thousands to the great city. Wembley was supposed to be 
the magnet; but there was no place without crowds and 
Westminster Abbey was so filled with people that one never 
found a chance for any quiet contemplation of its glories. 

From England we touched Holland, dashed through Bel- 
gium and found ourselves within a week in Switzerland. 
At Interlaken, for the first and only time, the rain drove us 
to cover. Our refuge was Geneva, where Mrs. Parsons and I 


spent nearly a week while the rest of our family tried the 
mountains again. Geneva becomes more and more an inter- 
national center. One whole system of world nerves centers 
in the Palace of Nations in which the Secretariat of the 
League of Nations has its quarters. The mere visit of an 
hour or two reveals many aspects of the League’s work 
about which most Americans know nothing. But they are 
learning. Thousands visit the headquarters every year. It 
is eminently worth while. 


Through the Simplon tunnel we found our way to Italy, 
where we spent two memorable weeks. The weather was 
perfect. Tourists were comparatively few. The loveliness 
of Florence and the wealth of Rome were enthralling. 
Two of us took a brief trip to Perugia and Assisi; and St. 
Francis, always the most fascinating of saints, became 
doubly dear. From Rome we went straight to Paris, had 
a week there and then took another delightful motor trip 
through the Loire country, Brittany and Normandy to Cher- 
bourg. There, on a stormy Saturday night, we boarded the 
steamer and sailed for home. A meeting of the House of 
Bishops detained me in New York until October 1. On 
the 14th we were back in California again after just four 
months’ absence. 


I am deeply grateful to the Standing Committee for the 
extended leave of absence; and to the whole Diocese for 
what I am sure was their cordial approval of the commit- 
tee’s action. It was hard to go so immediately after our 
dear Bishop’s death. But routine matters were all pretty 
well arranged for and to go meant that I could come back to 
new and larger responsibilities with renewed vigor and a 
wider outlook. 

I have already spoken to many groups in the Diocese of 
some of the impressions which the trip has made upon me. 
There is not space here even to catalogue them. I shall close, 
therefore, with a reminder of what I have already said to 
one or two of those groups. One of the most important im- 
pressions which the European trip made was made in New 
York! To come face to face with some of Europe’s prob- 
lems, and to see the tremendous difficulties which forward- 
looking Christians there have to meet in the accumulated 
bad habits of centuries, makes one doubly sure that America 
ought and must play a larger part than heretofore in the 
establishment of an ordered world. It also reveals vividly 
how immense is the need for the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
For the Church to preach Christ with power and for Chris- 
tian people to live Christ with unfaltering devotion were 
never more needed than today. And so when the House of 
Bishops met the National Council in conference in New 
York and we heard of the difficulties in carrying on ade- 
quately even the work the Church has already begun, not 
to speak of the work which ought to be begun, difficulties 
because so many Dioceses have failed to pay their share of 
the maintenance budget my heart “burned within me.” Cali- 
fornia was one of the delinquent Dioceses. California, with 
untold resources, with a prosperous and happy people; 
California, which is steadily growing, stood far down the 
list. The world needs Christ so infinitely, and our own 
dear Diocese is not doing even its small share. I came home 
stirred by the deep conviction that we must do better; that 
“At least the budget quota” must be our slogan. It is not 
impossible, Faith can move mountains, With careful prep- 
aration, with high resolve on the part of clergy and vestries 
and campaign committees, with the determination to give 
everyone in the parish knowledge of the need and oppor- 
tunity to contribute, above all, with the prayer of faith, it 
can be done.

Convocation of San Francisco 


The fall meeting of the Convocation of San Francisco was held 
on October 23, 1924, in the beautiful new Church of the Good 
Samaritan. 

There was a large attendance and the Convocation was enjoyable 
and profitable in every way. 

After the celebration of the Holy Communion, Bishop Parsons 
led in a clergy conference in which several important subjects 
were considered. A delightful luncheon was given to the clergy 
in the Parish Hall. At the business meeting Dean Turner was 
re-elected as Dean of Convocation and Mr. Charles M. Gunn of 
Sausalito was added to the Executive Committee. Reports were 
made by the Social Service Committee, Publicity Committee and 
the Lenten Service Committee, An appeal was made for the Bishop 
Tuttle Memorial Fund, also for magazines for the United States 
transports. The Rev. C. P. Deems presented the matter of erecting 
a suitable memorial to the late Alexander Barton, student chaplain 
at the University of California, and a resolution was adopted en- 
dorsing the proposal. Mr. Deems also presented the subject of the 
1925 Nation-Wide Campaign Quotas and explained how it was to 
be raised. 

Mr. E. L. Barnes gave a most interesting account of the work 
of the Junior Brotherhood in the Diocese. Mr. Selfridge made a 
strong appeal for support of the work of the San Francisco Church 
Federation. Bishop Parsons spoke most earnestly endorsing the 
work of the Federation and urging our full support of the same. 

Mr. H. E. Moss spoke on the subject of “The Parent’s Relation 
to the Church School” and made an appeal for efficiency in the 
school, Dr. H. H. Johnson made an appeal for larger support of 
St. Luke’s Hospital in order that more free services may be 
iven. 

: The Rev. G. H. B. Wright gave a most interesting report of the 
work at St. Francis-in-the-Wood, San Francisco, 

In the evening Rev. Mr. Barnwell led a conference on the Nation- 
Wide Campaign. 

The Rev. R. L. Macfarlane offered the following resolution which 
was adopted with great enthusiasm: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of Convocation that we express 
our appreciation of the expansion of the work of the Mission of 
the Good Samaritan manifested in its beautiful new church; and 
that we extend to Dean Turner, his vestry and congregation our 
hearty congratulations upon its splendid development.” 


Convocation of Oakland 


The Fall Meeting of the Convocation of Oakland which was held 
in All Saints’ Church, Berkeley, was attended by a large number 
and the program was carried out with great enthusiasm. 

Dean Gee was re-elected as Dean of Convocation. The Rev. Z. T. 
Vincent, vicar of St. James’ Church, Centerville, preached the 
Convocation sermon, 


At the afternoon session Mr. H. E. Moss gave an interesting ac- 
count of Christian education in the Church School and emphasized 
the importance of the Christian Nurture Series. 

The Rev. M. S. Barnwell of the National Field Department led 
a most interesting conference on the Forward Movement of the 
Church. 

At the evening session addresses were made by Mr. F. M. Lee, 
Mr. Barnwell and Bishop Parsons. 

The Rev. R, M. Trelease, the Vestry and members of All Saints" 
Parish deserve the heartiest congratulations for the completion of 
their splendid Parish Hall and general improvements of the whole 
Church plant. Coming so soon after the fire, it is an evidence of 
the fine spirit of courage and progressiveness in the whole parish. 

The 
Dean’s re-election was a tribute to the fidelity and efficiency with 
which he has led the conference for so many years. 


Convocation of San Jose 


The Fall Meeting of the Convocation of San Jose was held at 
All Saints, Carmel, Wednesday and Thursday, November 5 and 6. 
It was a notable gathering not only on account of the fine attend- 
ance and high order of addresses but also because it marked the 
fifth aninversary of the consecration of Bishop Parsons. 

The meeting opened with a celebration of the Holy Communion 
on Wednesday morning in All Saints, Carmel, the church being 
filled. The Rev. Dr. Noel Porter, Dean of the Convocation and 
rector of Trinity, San Jose, was the celebrant, assisted by the Rev. 
W. A, Brewer of Burlingame and the Rev. Austin B. Chinn, rector 
of Carmel. The sermon was preached by the Rev. Charles P. Deems 
of San Francisco and was helpful and uplifting. 

At 12:00 o’clock Bishop Parsons conducted a devotional confer- 
ence for the clergy, taking up parish problems. A umber of prob- 
lems were presented and a lively discussion followed. All felt the 
shortness of time allottted for this subject and so it was unani- 
mously decided to meet at Dr. Porter’s summer ranch in the Sara- 
toga hills one day in the spring. 

While the clergy were having their conference the laity were 
being addressed by Mrs. George Eccles, parish secretary of Trinity, 
San Jose, on the parishes and missions doing their full part in 
helping to make the Nation-Wide Campaign a success. Her talk 
held the deepest attention and inspired the delegates to resolve 
to do better things this coming year. 

The chief feature of the afternoon session was the interesting 
address by Bishop Parsons on European impressions. Talks were 
also made by the Rev. C, L. Thackeray on “The Rural Church 
Problem;” the Rev. B. D. Weigle, Executive Secretary of the Dio- 
cese, on “The Educational Problem,” including the Stewardship 
Essay Contest; the Rev. Charles P. Deems on “The Nation-Wide 
Campaign.” The Treasurer of the Diocese, Mr. F. M. Lee, was also 
present and led the discussion of financial matters. 

In the evening a large mass meeting was held in the Carmel 
Community Church, at which time the united choirs of Pacific 
Grove, Monterey and Carmel were responsible for the music. Dr. 
Noel Porter was the special preacher and in his usual illuminative 
and eloquent style gave an inspiring address on “The Remover of 
Mountains,” taking as his text, “If ye have faith as a grain of 
mustard seed, ye can say to yonder mountain remove and it shall 
be moved; and nothing shall be impossible to you.”

The New St. Paul’s, San Rafael 


St. Paul’s Church, San Rafael, has been moved, renovated and a 
new rectory built. The idea has been in the mind of the rector 
and vestry for some time, on account of the local school board 
wanting the corner upon which the old church stood for fifty- 
six years. Finally the deal was consummated, a new location was 
acquired—known as the Wilkins’ property on De Hiery street, just 
back of the court house and very centrally located. It is a beautiful 
spot and the grounds present wonderful possibiilties for lawns and 
gardens, The old church, which everybody wanted to retain, with 
the guild hall, was moved some seven blocks early in the year. 
The guild hall was cut off and upon arriving at the new location 
was placed at right angles to the church, thus forming with the 
new rectory a quadrangle. The whole set of buildings is stuccoed 
and with the retaining wall in front of*the quadrangle forms one 
of the most attractive pieces of church property in the Diocese. 
The setting of the new plant called for a new sacristy, kitchen, 
dressing room for the stage and choir room. The Altar Guild fur- 
nished the sacristy with cupboards and draws, and the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, under the leadership of Mrs. C. P. Pomeroy, furnished 
the kitchen and paid for a hardwood floor in the guild hall. The 
new rectory matches the general architecture of the church and 
is a credit to Mr. Frank Howard Allen of San Anselmo, whd 
designed and built it as well as being the general contractor in 
the moving and renovating of the whole plant. During the moving 
the old organ slipped from its moorings and was a total wreck. 
The accident, however, proved a blessing in disguise. The treasurer, 
Mr. S. L. Abbott, Jr., with the assistance of several generous givers, 
was able to finance the buying of a new organ, which has added 
greatly to the efficiency of the services. The renovated guild hall 
affords opportunities for social service work and is being used 
for such by the rector and Mrs. T. S. Brooke. The whole enterprise 
has meant a turnover of some $36,000 and the vestry and commit- 
tees have been most painstaking in their stewardship, sparing 
neither time, labor nor money in making the move a success. The 
Sunday School is in a healthy condition, there is added interest 
in the services of the church and the rector with his connection 
with the Hitchcock and Tamalpais military academies, the Scout 
movement and other social agencies finds his time fully occupied. 
All feel that there is a bright future ahead of St. Paul’s.

The New St. Paul’s, San Rafael 


St. Paul’s Church, San Rafael, has been moved, renovated and a 
new rectory built. The idea has been in the mind of the rector 
and vestry for some time, on account of the local school board 
wanting the corner upon which the old church stood for fifty- 
six years. Finally the deal was consummated, a new location was 
acquired—known as the Wilkins’ property on De Hiery street, just 
back of the court house and very centrally located. It is a beautiful 
spot and the grounds present wonderful possibiilties for lawns and 
gardens. The old church, which everybody wanted to retain, with 
the guild hall, was moved some seven blocks early in the year. 
The guild hall was cut off and upon arriving at the new location 
was placed at right angles to the church, thus forming with the 
new rectory a quadrangle. The whole set of buildings is stuccoed 
and with the retaining wall in front of*the quadrangle forms one 
of the most attractive pieces of church property in the Diocese. 
The setting of the new plant called for a new sacristy, kitchen, 
dressing room for the stage and choir room. The Altar Guild fur- 
nished the sacristy with cupboards and draws, and the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, under the leadership of Mrs. C. P. Pomeroy, furnished 
the kitchen and paid for a hardwood floor in the guild hall. The 
new rectory matches the genera! architecture of the church and 
is a credit to Mr. Frank Howard Allen of San Anselmo, whd 
designed and built it as well as being the general contractor in 
the moving and renovating of the whole plant. During the moving 
the old organ slipped from its moorings and was a total wreck. 
The accident, however, proved a blessing in disguise. The treasurer, 
Mr. S. L. Abbott, Jr., with the assistance of several generous givers. 
was able to finance the buying of a new organ, which has added 
greatly to the efficiency of the services. The renovated guild hal! 
affords opportunities for social service work and is being used 
for such by the rector and Mrs. T. S. Brooke. The whole enterprise 
has meant a turnover of some $36,000 and the vestry and commit- 
tees have been most painstaking in their stewardship, sparing 
neither time, labor nor money in making the move a success. The 
Sunday School is in a healthy condition, there is added interest 
in the services of the church and the rector with his connection 
with the Hitchcock and Tamalpais military academies, the Scout 
movement and other social agencies finds his time fully occupied. 
All feel that there is a bright future ahead of St. Paul’s. 


The Late Mrs. Lula Gullixson

choir mother for many years and chairman of the Ecclesiastical 
Chapter of St. Mary’s Guild.

“His 
name shall be written on their foreheads. We will be trying to 
reflect that name which is above all names. 

“The apostles did all in the name of their Lord Jesus. Does 
the world criticize your creed? Just show them Christ in your 
life.” 

Following the service the regular monthly meeting of the Dio- 
cesan Auxiliary met in Grace Cathedral with the president presid- 
ing. Mrs. Lance reported Mr. Deems wished those who had not 
received invitations to the dinner to be given October 15 at the 
Commercial Club for the visiting clergy who are here for the 
Nation Wide Campaign business should give their names to Miss 
Hawley. Mr. Barnwell is arranging for a mass meeting October 
24 in San Rafael. He is also planning a one session training class, 
the subject being “My Father’s Business.”

Mrs. Lance spoke of the splendid work being done in Marin 
County. 

The officers of Trinity Branch, San Francisco, had sent out let- 
ters to members of their Auxiliary explaining what the United 
Thank Offering is and other parish obligations. 

The president reported a Bible class at St. Clement’s sponsored 
by the Auxiliary and urged all to get the book “My Father’s Busi- 
ness” and read it. 

A rising vote of thanks was extended to Dr. Porter for coming 
to wus. 

The announcement was made that Christmas cards were to he 
on sale at the Church of the Advent on Wednesdays from 11:00 
a. m. to 9:00 p. m. 

A resolution was passed to send an affectionate greeting to our 
dear Mrs. Monteagle, who has returned from her trip abroad. It 
is with regret we hear Mr. Monteagle has been so jll and we hope 
for a speedy recovery. 

The president announced the return of Dean and Mrs. Gresham, 
whom we are so happy to welcome back. 

There have been so many demands made upon our president, 
Mrs. Lance, to again take a class this year that she has finally 
consented to do so. 

There being no further business, after a moment of prayer, the 
meeting adjourned. 


The California Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary held its regular 
monthly meeting in Grace Chapel, November 3, at 2:00 o’clock. Be- 
cause the president was absent, owing to illness in her family, 
Miss Hawley presided. Seventeen branches were represented. 

The Rev. Charles P. Deems opened the meeting with prayers. He 
—as a member of the Nation-Wide Campaign Committee—gave us 
papers and requested copies be sent to every branch concerning 
the pledges and quotas for the Nation-Wide Campaign. 

The minutes were read and approved as written. 

Mrs. White read a letter to the president from Miss Magill of 
the Executive Board of the Woman’s Auxiliary, part of which 
follows: 

“Now, I want to tell you what I believe to have been the greatest 
thing we have ever done. We all know the deplorable condition of 
the Church’s treasury and the grave danger that some of the work 
may have to be curtailed. The National Council was to be in ses- 
sion the following week and after much thought and prayer a 
statement was prepared and sent to the Council expressing our 
desires not only for ourselves but for every woman in the Church 
to help carry out the Church program. It is as follows: 

“We, the members of the Executive Board of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, are deeply concerned over the grave situation facing the 
National Council. We are even more alarmed by the possible cause 
of the situation than by the possible effect upon the program of 
the Church. Believing that the apathy of many Church members 
is due to failure to use the power of Christ to meet the needs of 
the world today, and conscious of our lukewarmness, we have dedi- 
cated ourselves anew to our Saviour and will strive to give proof 
of our own conviction that He is the only way of life. Further, we 
offer, with the approval of the Council, to try to awaken the 
women of the Church to such a conception of Christ that we may 
all become more effective instruments of His power in the accom- 
plishment of His purpose for the world. Finally, we dedicate our- 
selves, willing and ready to co-operate in any plans which the Na- 
tional Council may set before the Church to meet the emergency’ 

“The statement was the result of much prayer and thought. 
Every word was well considered. Now it has gone to the Council 
and if we are asked to help in any way we must do so to the best 
of our ability. We must put our whole soul into the effort. One 
member suggested two very pertinent questions for us to ask our- 
selves and then to pass on to others: 

“First, what difference does Christ make in my life? 

Second, what have I ever made Him mean to anyone else?

Miss Mary Lansdale addressed the Woman’s Auxiliary in Palo 
Alto concerning the needs of the base hospital and also the 
United Thank Offering. ' 

The Rev. F. H, Church stated he will take orders only for the 
Church calendars because so many were left on hand last year. 

Mrs. Ainsworth announced the Rev. B. D. Weigle will take the 
class for leaders of group study which Mrs. Lance had expected to 
take, on Thursday at 11:00 o’clock, beginning November 6. The 
text book of study, “My Father’s Business,” can be purchased from 
Mr. Church for 25 cents and should be read by everyone.

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SPIRITUAL HEALING 


OUR MOST SPIRITUAL GIFT 
(By N. O. Lincoln) 


It is only through our mind that we can contact God and we 
are just beginning to realize the great power of our mind. Our 
sub-conscious mind is the most spiritual of all our gifts. For it 
is the place where we contact the power which creates. How it 
creates we do not know but that it does create we do know. 

If we but fulfil our part of the law of the sub-conscious we can 
be certain that the result will be according to law which never 
fails. 

Our conscious mind responds to many laws. It gives commands 
(it is made for that purpose), it can change its mind, it can argue 
(it loves to argue), and it can forget. 

The sub-conscious does none of these things. It never forgets, 
it never argues, it can only change its mind by re-education (a 
long process), and it gives no commands. It responds to but one 
law, the law of suggestion, Fortunately and, alas, it always acts! 
If the suggestion is Christ-like it acts to our welfare. If it is 
un-Christ-like, it works to our detriment. 

When the suggestion is constructive, the result is constructive. 
But when the suggestion is destructive, alas, the law works and 
the result is destructive. 

Therefore, one of our first duties in life is to learn how to con- 
tact and control this dynamic force entrusted to us, this spiritual 
creative power, this God-given ability of which we know so little. 

Unless this page of Spiritual Healing brings some practical help 
by keeping our vision of God clear, our minds steadfast and our 
speech true to that vision, thereby making life healthier, happier 
and more harmonious, it is of no value at all. 

There are three great steps to the contact and control of the 
sub-conscious mind and it is proposed in the next two numbers of 
The Pacific Churchman to give some definite instruction toward 
the attainment of that object. 


THE A, B, C’S OF SPIRITUAL HEALING—LESSON III 
(Rev. Thomas Parker Boyd) 


“Have the Faith of God.” The declaration that faith saves or 
heals and that everything else is achieved according to one’s faith 
leaves not the slightest doubt as to what the agent is by which the 
healing forces are set in motion. 

Whatever term is used, whether faith or trust or belief or con- 
fidence, faith is seen to be an act of consciousness, the state of 
«onsciousness must exist before the act can be exercised. 

Faith is the spiritual perception of reality, the discernment that 

the thing I hope for is now real. The faith of God is the per- 
ception of that which is as contrasted with things as they appear. 
Faith is the perception that God is, that God cares and that God 
acts. This is held in consciousness as the reality regardless of 
appearance. 
. This was held by the Great Healer as essential in all His work. 
Any mind capable of motived action was confronted with the 
necessity of faith. Nothing could be done without it. In the case 
of the Canaanitish woman, and the Centurion, He commended their 
faith as great because they could perceive beyond all the reports 
of their senses. 

When Jesus said repeatedly, “Thy faith hath made thee whole,” 
He recognized not only that faith was the agent by which the 
healing forces were set in motion, but also that it was a power 
within, whose action depended upon them. This does not mean 
that a man can make himself exercise faith, but he can so let the 
truth fill his consciousness that it is at least as easy to exercise 
faith in the unseen as it is to exercise belief in the things which 
are seen. 

The statement of Jesus, “The Father in Me doeth the works.” 
and that of St. Paul, “It is God that worketh in you both to will 
and to do,” indicates that the power that is set in action by 
faith, and which heals, is also inherent in everyone. The power 
that heals is within us by virtue of our oneness with God. The 
agent which sets it in motion js a state of consciousness within. 
Clearly realizing this we stand at the threshold not only of healing 
but of living so that we are kept in perfect health. 

may seem to sweep aside the magical and the miraculous 
and no better service can be done us than to get our health and 
welfare out of the realms of chance and whim into the world 
where God reigns by law and order. And the power to conform 


to that law and order is within ourselves. Doing this, health 
follows as effect follows cause. 

Confessedly, the attainment of this state of consciousness is not 
easy. Often it is not immediate. We are hampered with age-long 
ignorance of the nature of life and the life forces, of mind and 
its laws, of attributing reality to seen things while relegating the 
unseen realities to the realm of imagination and unreality, and 
finally by the false notion that our ills are sent us of God as a 
punishment for our sins. This is an immense load to get rid of, 
but jt may be done by applying scientific method to our mental and 
spiritual life as we do to our material affairs. 

Sometimes a single act of faith will bring wonderful relief, and 
then we have the same old battle to keep up to that high level. 
It only took forty days to get Israel out of Egypt, but it took 
forty years to get Egypt out of Israel. The realization that God 
is spirit and that true worship is in spirit, can set one free from 
these limitations. 

Have the faith of God. Without it half the doctor’s effective- 
ness is lost. Without it the laying on of hands at the altar be- 
comes an empty and impotent form. Without it any spoken word 
falls on stony ground. With it any agent or means will be at- 
tended with the movements of the power that heals. 


MEDITATION AND HEALING 
(Rev. George H. B. Wright) 


No thinking person now denies that whatever the means may be 
all healing comes from the working of some mysterious laws 
originating in a great central Power whom we may call God or 
perhaps some other name. Of these laws we think we know some- 
what but we humbly acknowledge it to be very little. To some it 
seems unthinkable that healing can come without vegetable or 
mineral stimulant—three times a day or otherwise; to others with 
extreme views, at the other end of the scale, it seems equally 
ridiculous that these medicinal means are necessary to healing. 
Some people believe that readjustments in the organs of the 
body may be properly made by instruments in the hands of 
skillful surgeons; a few others prefer to think that such a method 
should never be used. 

All, however, are agreed upon one thing—namely, that faith 
and courage on the part of both patient and the one who is the 
healing agent are necessary to attain good results. To what heights 
shall our faith rise? From what source shall our courage be 
drawn? Shall it be confined only to some material instrument or 
some human being or shall it habitually rise to trust in the great 
“central source of health and healing?” It is because we believe in 
the highest faith, because we are not satisfied to build up anew a 
defense to meet every new crisis as it comes that we practice regu- 
lar meditation. In the words of Bishop Brent, “Prayer is when we 
speak to God. Meditation is when God speaks to us.” The forma- 
tion of the habit of reacting to definite spiritual guidance is just 
as important and just as real as proper digestive habits or co- 
ordination of the muscles. So meditation is an exercise—a silent 
exercise carefully performed introduced and directed by prayer, 
by instruction and by the observance of certain simple rules. In 
meditation we practice the realization of God’s spiritual presence 
with us and as with every other exercise we succeed in proportion 
to our faithfulness in performance. Before we can come in medita- 
tion to God we must remind ourselves of our duty to Him and to 
our fellow men, that we are little children in the presence of an 
all-wise Father. “Except ye become as little children ye shall in 
no wise enter the Kingdom of Understanding.” That we are 
brothers in loving interest to all those whom we meet each day, 
that their welfare is our concern, their joys our joys, their sor- 
rows our sorrows and that the highest joy is to be found in 
service—all this must be very real to us as we come to our mo- 
ments of silent meditation. Then there must be the special “act 
of faith” for each particular period of meditation—some statement 
of fundamental truth which we seek to realize in our own lives. 
These truths are eternal. It is only as we learn to know them in 
our own individual being that we become free children of God. So 
we may take some such statement as “I am filled with God’s under- 
standing” as a direction for our silent exercise and as we sit with 
our bodies relaxed and our minds turned away from all outside 
distractions the peace of God steals into our hearts and we are 
filled with a sense of spiritual presence. So as we go out day after 
day from these meditations we come to live consciously in the 
presence of God at ail times and we learn to look to Him as each 
new problem comes before us. Sickness is only one of the mal- 
adjustments of living that we must face, not necessarily the worst. 
Whatever the difficulty we must learn the reality of God’s spiritual 
healing power and seek to use it.

If the number of members is any index, certainly the Girls’ 
Friendly Society is not simply the most popular organization of 
its kind for girls in the English-speaking world but the most 
effective. On the Pacific Coast the Church has hardly as yet 
realized the importance and significance of this fact. Yet here is 
a society which has gained more of a following among girls than 
any other similar society in the length and breadth of the Angli- 
can communion. In the East it has grown apace. In that section 
it is not an unusual parish which musters from one hundred to 
six hundred girls in the membership of the one parochial Girls’ 
Friendly Society organization. Where else is there in our Church 
or in any other church a movement which can command such a 
following? While the work is growing steadily and everywhere 
gaining headway in these western Dioceses, it is doing so despite 
the fact that the full significance of the movement and its possi- 
bilities are but inadequately grasped. 

In these days it is fully as difficult a problem from the stand- 
point of the Church to tide the girl over the early years of her 
maturing as it formerly was to hold the boy over a similar period 
of ripening manhood. It is just here, when the Church feels the 
need of increasing contacts with the growing and developing girl 
lest she grow and develop away from the Church and spiritual 
influence, that the Girls’ Friendly Society steps in and offers a 
program which if properly worked will reach not the few but the 
majority of the girls in the parish. Yet its primary aim is not 
simply to attach the girl to the Church, It is to reach and serve 
the girl. The other follows as a matter of course. 

The Girls’ Friendly Society program can be worked anywhere, in 
a parish large or small, rich or poor, urban or country. Indeed its 
large success is due in no small measure to its flexibility. The 
Girls’ Friendly Society idea is built about one woman as a leader 
and several other women as associates, all communicants of the 
Church, who form friendly, intimate contacts with definite groups 
of girls. That is practically all the machinery there is. The only 
requirement for membership is that a girl must be of a virtuous 
character. It is possible to make out of a branch pretty much 
what one most needs. The work is a combination of education, 
recreation, social service and religion. Whatever note needs to be 
stressed in any given locality it is not only possible but logical 
to build the society to mect the need. The underlying ideas of 
friendship, service and purity are the coherent forces which bind 
all in one. Further evidence of its flexibility is in the ages of the 
girls who are reached. The classes for candidates and probationers 
allow one to reach down as far as the girl of ten or eleven for 
application of the Girls’ Friendly Society program. There is no 
upper limit as to age. Flexibility, adaptability and other obvious 
virtues of the Girls’ Friendly system, however, do not relieve a 
parish of the necessity for real work and adequate leadership. 
The Girls’ Friendly Society simply opens a channel for work 
among girls through which any pafish really willing to lead and 
to work among girls can better hope for success than in any other 
similar organization. 

Interesting features of the corporate work of the society include 
two institutions which are represented locally. The society as a 
part of its social service work maintains in many cities a lodge 
or home for sheltering the unattached girls of the larger centers 
of population. In San Francisco the Girls’ Friendy Society Lodge is 
a noteworthy institution, caring for a hundred girls or more at 
a time. The other interesting institution is Holiday House, which 
as the name indicates, is a vacation home for girls. The Tennant 
Home in Pacific Grove is the Holiday House for the Diocese of 
California, large and lovely and situated in one of the most popu- 
lar playground areas of the West.

The annual meeting of the Local Assembly of The Daughters of 
the King was held on Saturday, October 25, at St. Matthew’s 
Church, San Francisco. The service began at 11:00 o’clock, the 
preacher being the Rev. Walter H. Cambridge, D. D., rector of the 
church. Dr. Cambridge also celebrated the Holy Eucharist, as- 
sisted by the Rev. Victor Morgan, Dr, Cambridge preached a force- 
ful, inspiring sermon—a call to earnest, consistent prayer, a call 
to colors, so to speak, and one of the dominant notes of the 
rules of the order—prayer and service being the watchwords. 

A goodly number of The Daughters of the King from the various 
chapters in San Francisco, Berkeley, Alameda, Fruitvale, Palo Alto 
and the little band from San Jose attended the service. 

During the intermission between the service and the business 
meeting the members of St. Matthew’s Chapter, of which Mrs. C. V. 
Hegaard is the president, served a delicious hot luncheon, a de- 
cidedly pleasant innovation and a pleasant departure from the 
basket luncheons usually served. Beautiful autumn flowers graced 
the long tables and the viands were heartily appreciated. Dr. 
Cambridge sat at the head of the officers’ table and the Rev. 
Victor Morgan occupied a seat of honor at another table. Mrs. 
McLeish was an honor guest and the hour was delightfully spent. 
A short interval was allowed for the inspection of the new build- 
ings recently added and a survey of the beautiful church set in 
its brilliant lawns and bright with autumn-tinted flowers. St. Mat- 
thews’ is perhaps the most beautiful church in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia, inasmuch as it is the one completed church. All of the 
memorial windows are in and the setting is one of great beauty 
and the quiet, restful atmosphere invited one to rest and prayer 
and meditation. 

Dr. Cambridge opened the business session at 2:00 o’clock and 
the prayer of the order was said in unison. Roll call showed a 
splendid attendance from almost every chapter. Bishop Nichols 
Chapter from San Jose, composed almost entirely of young 
women, is always greeted with loud acclaim, for they do such 
splendid and efficient work. The chapter is named after our be- 
loved Bishop Nichols, now at rest in the Paradise of God, It will 
be remembered that at the time of his passing The Daughters of 
the King paid their last tribute to him as he lay in state in the 
Divinity School where so often we had listened to his kindly 
voice. The Daughters of the King went as a body and passed 
round the bier with tear-filled eves and sad hearts. As a tribute to 
his memory, instead of the beautiful flowers that might have been 
sent, The Daughters of the King gave their offering to a project 
dear to the Bishop’s heart and sent contributions to the Bishop’s 
Bed at St. Luke’s Hospital in pursuance of his last request. 

The business of the afternoon session was carried on with dis- 
patch because many of The Daughters of the King had traversed 
considerable distances and time was lacking for a lengthy meeting. 
The report of the Business Women’s Inn was satisfactory and 
showed that the venture considered hazardous and difficult by 
some doubters, had justified its existence and was a real home to 
working women and girls. The competent, faithfui matron—Miss 
Wilson—has proved a true friend to the women and girls under 
her care. That she is a good business woman is shown by the 
fact that on a social visit to one of the members of the board of 
the .Inn she talked so intelligently and earnestly that the good 
man of the house became so interested in the success and progress 
of the Inn that he presented her with a check for $100 for the 
building fund, His wife had already given generously for the main- 
tenance of a room. Most of the chapters subscribed to and fur- 
nished a room-——some of them “in memoriam,” others merely gave 
in the name of their chapter. All holidays are observed at the 
Inn and a festive air prevails when a holiday or birthday of one 
of the guests comes round. 

The Nominating Committee, Mrs. Mary T. Gamage, chairman, 
presented the ticket which heads this article and the officers 
were chosen by acclamation without a dissenting voice. Such is 
the harmony that prevails in the order. 

Letters from headquarters in New York were read and the 
Royal Cross, Master’s Fund, Self-denial Fund and other ‘imatters 
were discussed. 

Since the spring meeting held in April in Fruitvale ,one of the 
oldest members of the order, our dearly beloved Mrs. Frank D. 
Dodge, was called to life eternal. Mrs. Dodge entered the gate of 
the Eternal City on Friday July 4, and the funeral was held 


on Monday, July 7, Peacefully, gently and calmly she went to 
sleep to awaken in the Paradise of God. Mrs. Dodge was a member 
of St. Luke’s Chapter and was devotedly loved by all of her asso- 
ciates. For many years she was a devoted, faithful member of 
the order. For over forty years she took charge of the vestments 
of the clergy: first at the Church of the Advent many years ago 
and later at St. Luke’s Church. She was accomplished in the art 
of sewing and for many years she dressed dolls for children at 
Christmas. It was nothing unusual for her to take twenty dolls 
to dress and she showed remarkable ingenuity in the fashioning 
of the tiny garments. Failing eyesight, feeble health, wavering 
footsteps never deterred her. She walked by faith. Gentle, patient, 
unostentious, kind, faithful, a saint of God, she went her loving 
way. Three Sundays before her entrance into the Kingdom she 
went to the early Eucharist at St. Luke’s, The carmen on the 
municipal line knew her and let her off the car in front of the 
church instead of letting her cross the street. She rarely missed 
the early Sunday morning Eucharist and seldom did she miss the 
11:00 o’clock service. On the occasion of her birthday, November, 
1922, Mrs. Walter H. Macauley, who was then president of St. 
Luke’s Chapter, opened her house for a birthday party for dear 
Mrs. Dodge. Almost every member of the chapter was present 
and dainty gifts were showered on her. The table was perfect in 
its appointments and the refreshments delicious. A basket of 
flowers grace dthe center of the table and colored ribbons led to 
Mrs. Dodge’s place, At the close of the repast she was asked to 
pull the ribbons and the gifts tumbled out. It was a joy to witness 
her pleasure; the gifts had no intrinsic value.

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Diocesan Campaign Dinner Great Success 


The Diocesan Campaign Dinner given at the Commercial Club on 
the evening of October 15, 1924, under the auspices of the Diocesan 
Nation-Wide Campaign Committee, was one of the most impres- 
sive and important events in the recent history of the Diocese. 
It resulted in giving to the fall Nation-Wide Campaign an impetus 
which will enable the Diocese to rise to its full responsibility with- 
out any doubt. . 

The dinner was similar to one given last year and was attended 
by the Diocesan officials, the rectors and vestrymen, vicars and 
committeemen, the officers of all parish organizations and cam- 
paign committees, and included both men and women. There were 
over three hundred present from all parts of the Diocese. 

After the dinner the first speaker was Mr. F. M. Lee, the Diocesan 
Treasurer, who spoke on the subject, “Financial Facts.” Mr. Lee 
explained a chart, a copy of which was placed at each place, show- 
ing comparative Nation-Wide Campaign expenditures for the past 
four years together with all sums raised in the Diocese during that 
time. It showed a total of $178,293 in 1919, as compared with an 
increase of a total of $249,016 in 1923. Mr. Lee then showed that, 
in comparison with other Dioceses of the Church, the Diocese of 
California with its present 60-40 basis is giving a large percentage 
of the Nation-Wide Campaign funds to the National Council, and 
that unless the total receipts were increased, the present per- 
centage could not be changed without endangering some of our 
own Diocesan work. Mr, Lee followed this by making a strong 
challenge for the Diocese to solve the question of meeting our full 
Budget Quota, not by changing the percentage as between New 
York and the Diocese, but by increasing the total amount of Nation- 
Wide Campaign receipts, in these ringing words: 

“No, my friends, the solution of our problem is not by cutting 
down the work of our local missions. The solution is in securing 
more and larger contributions—in evoking a greater willingness to 
assume our fair share in the Church’s program to spread the 
Gospel of righteousness to all mankind. For that we need a 
greater interest in our missionary work, near and far; we must 
let our congregations know intelligently what the Church is doing 
at home and abroad, what the money is needed for, what has been 
done with the money already collected, Let our Field Department, 
under the leadership of the Rev. Mr. Barnwell, inaugurate a cam- 
paign of education. Not only the education of information of 
what our great Church is doing, but also an education of our own 
far greater need, The subject is one our beloved Bishop Nichols 
impressed upon us persistently, insistently and consistently; and 
that is, a truer conception of Christian Stewardship. Let us put the 
Quota in the forefront in this campaign. Let us talk Quota, think 
Quota, work for Quota, pray for Quota, Then we will see the 
Diocese of California rise to its rightful place in the foremost 
ranks of progress.” 

After the singing of a hymn by all present, the Rev. M, S. Barn- 
well, representing the National Field Department, made a‘ most 
telling address. Mr, Barnwell began by saying that he was not

here to ask us to reduce our Diocesan expenditures in order to send 
more money to New York City. Our task is not to raise money. 
Our task is to make God known to the world. Ours is a partnership 
task. There are no lines between parochial work, Diocesan work 
or home and foreign work. Mr, Barnwell then showed how we 
extend our personalities into larger fields in witnessing to God 
through our missionary enterprises, He interpreted the principles 
of stewardship wherewith we express our life interest and life work 
in terms of money. You are not mercenary when you talk of 
money needed for the work of the Church. Money is a symbol of 
spiritual life. The only man who commercializes religion is the 
man who wants to get his religion as cheaply as possible. We secre- 
taries are not going around telling rectors and people how to run 
their business. It is not their business; it is God’s business. You 
say you don’t want to give money for Japanese missions because 
you “don’t love the Japs.” Well, God loves the Japanese, and you 
love God. That’s why you give money for Japanese missions, That 
is the only motive that will stand the shock and strain of the 
“vellow peril” and the antagonism of race‘hatred which is bred 
and spawned in hell. 


“fl am here to help you through leadership and proper methods 
of meeting your obligations. I am not here to supply you with 
religion. You must supply your own religion, That is your rec- 
tor’s business, to help you. I believe that the clergy are 100 per 
cent behind the Nation-Wide Campaign but we need to arouse the 
lethargy of many of the laymen. We need to carry out the Every- 
Member Canvass so that every member of the Church will be can- 
vassed by a definite person for a definite amount.” Mr. Barnwell 
told an inimitable story of how the negro preacher brought this 
definite responsibility of a dollar each in such a way that each one 
gave his dollar, and made an earnest appeal for the Diocese to 
rise to its opportunity and meet its Quota for 1925.” 


Mr. Barnwell made a profound impression upon his audience 
through his intense earnestness, his ingenious and sympathetic 
manner and his clear presentation of methods which he has suc- 
cessfully carried out in his own parish. 


Bishop Parsons made the closing address. The Bishop began by 
expressing his deep sense of the great loss of our beloved Bishop 
Nichols. But, though not present with us in his earthly temple, 
Bishop Nichols was present as a living spiritual presence leading 
us on. The Bishop then called on the assembled Church people to 
rise in expression of our deep affection for and remembrances of 
Mrs. Nichols, who was unable to be present, and in addition, to 
send to Mrs. Nichols a message of love and remembrance both for 
her and in memory of her beloved husband and our late beloved 
Bishop. 

Bishop Parsons gave a vivid account of some of his European 
impressions, He told how greatly he was impressed by the large, 
beautiful cathedrals everywhere, but also by the fact that in spite 
of these magnificent symbols of the greatness of God, Christianity 
had failed to take hold of the hearts and lives of the people. Re- 
ligion is a matter of the soul. Unless God can take possession 
of our life within, this world can not be changed into a living wit- 
ness of the life of Christ. 

Bishop Parsons then showed how this possession of the spirit 
of God becomes a spring and source of missionary interest and 
activity, giving to our outward expressions a sacramental power of 
the spirit of Christ. 

The Bishop then gave a brief account of the meeting of the House 
of Bishops and the National Council in New York City. He told 
how they were impressed with the efficiency and conscientious 
efforts of the Council to carry out the program of the Church, and 
how wisely they were dealing with the many and complex ques- 
tions before them. The Bishop then made an earnest plea that 
the Diocese resolve to raise at least the full Budget Quota for 
8 The only thing needed is conviction and faith and continued 
effort. 

Being the first occasion that Bishop Parsons spoke to a repre- 
sentative gathering since the death of Bishop Nichols, there was 
a deep feeling of solemnity and an evidence of a renewed loyalty 
to the new Bishop which would earnestly endeavor to follow his 
new leadership, 

The Rev, C. P. Deems, chairman of the Nation-Wide Campaign 
Committee, presided and introduced the speakers with most ap- 
propriate remarks. The greatest credit is due to Mr, Deems and 
the members of the committee for the success of the occasion. 

A great sense of loss was felt by the whole gathering by the 
absence of Mr. and Mrs, L, F, Monteagle, due to their being con- 
fined at home on account of injuries received in a railroad acci- 
dent on their way home. A resolution was unanimously adopted 
expressing the sympathy of the Churchmen and Churchwomen 
present for Mr, and Mrs, Mnteagle and conveying to them best 
wishes for their rapid recovery. |

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Statement from the National Council to the Church 


At its meeting on October 7 and 8, at which the problem of 
reducing the debt was considered and the Budget for 1925 was 
adopted, the National Council appointed a committee consisting of 
the Rev. George Craig Stewart, D. D.; Mr. James H. Pershing and 
Mr. John Stewart Bryan, to prepare a statement from ihe Council 
to the Church. 

The Father’s business demands both vision and valor. It also 
demands common sense. 

Economies in administration are necessary and must be vigor- 
ously enforced, but they must not impair efficiency. If they do 
they are not economies but waste. 

Expansion of our work must go on if the Church is to live, but 
the measure of our receipts must be the measure of our expansion. 
Cords can be lengthened only as stakes are strengthened. The 
Father’s business must be solvent. Its credit must be first-class. 
Imagination is necessary but the winged flights of imagination 
must be balanced and guided by sound judgment. 

The National Council has scrutinized the budget of every depart- 
ment of the Church’s work anad has pared the items of adminis- 
trative expense down to the quick; every requisition for funds 
from every field has been examined and re-examined before it has 
been admitted. At the meeting of the last Council drastic reduc- 
tions in the budget netted a saving of $36,000, This is in addition 
to savings of more than $100,000 made during the past year. We 
are now sailing as close to the wind as safety permits. No further 
economies on the budget can be recommended. 

The next step is clear. We must increase our receipts or order a 
retreat. If we go forward it must be on a guarantee of the present, 
not on a guess at the future. The Church of 1925 must make pos- 
sible the program of 1925. | 

The past is already helping the present. Legacies and gifts from 
people now dead have created a reserve fund of $708,000 from 
which we may borrow to meet emergencies. It has all been bor- 
rowed. The National Council when it took up its work on January 
1, 1920, inherited from the Domestic and Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety a deficit of $478,652.48. This was the result of the operations 
of several years in which income was less than expenditures, 
which had suddenly risen as a result of war conditions. To this 
deficit was added the original expense of promoting the Nation- 
Wide Campaign amounting to $341,583.48, making a total deficit 
of $920,246.23. During the past four years that deficit has been 
reduced only $13,134.14. 

The Church of the present is not pulling its own load. Even 
with the legacies from the past it is barely holding its own. 

It must be clear to all, therefore, that a vigorous, determined 
effort must be made in 1925. 

First, to raise every cent of the budget, which is $4,400,000. This 
will enable us to pay back a large part of the Reserve Deposit 
Accounts. 

Second, to change the priorities, which represent the work we 
ought to do if we had the money, from numbered items in a 
printed program into realized advances for the Kingdom of God. 

Church people have the money. The total giving of our people 
for Church objects of every sort shows a great yearly increase. 
But the general work of the Church is not receiving one-tenth of 
that increase. 

The parishes have benefited from the Nation-Wide Campaign. 
Within two years after it began the total annual salaries paid to 
clergy had increased more than $2,400,000. This increase alone is 
nearly as much as the total amount of offerings received last year 
by the National Council. 

The dioceses have benefited from the Nation-Wide Campaign. 
Total combined income of dioceses for their own missionary work 
has leaped from $700,000 in 1918 to over $2,500,000. For the first 
time in the history of the Church the combined income from of- 
ferings for diocesan missions is greater than the total offerings 
for general missions. Add together the increase in clergy salaries 
and the increase in income for the diocesan missions and the 
result, is four times the increase in offerings for the national and 
international work of the Church. 

Are we losing our perspective? Are we in danger of sacrificing 
the whole to the parts? Are we threatened again with the peril of 
parochialism and diocesanism? Are we committing ourselves to a 
policy that will in the long run defeat the one aim of the Church 
to “go into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature?” 
Is the command of the Master to be “His witnesses in Jerusalem 
and Judea and Samaria and to the uttermost parts of the earth” 
losing its power in our Church program? 

We do not believe it. We have consulted with the successors of 
the Apostles, the Bishops of the Church of God in their several 
jurisdictions. They have with one accord called us to go forward. 
They have assured us of their ardent leadership in realizing the 
Church’s Program for 1925. The women of the Church, through 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, have pledged themselves to even greater 
sacrificial labors for the Church’s Program. We now call upon all 
the clergy and all the laity jn their several dioceses and missionary 
jurisdictions and under the leadership of the Bishops to join with 
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us in making the final year of the triennium, the year 1925, one 
worthy of the great traditions of our Church. Sixteen hundred years 
ago the Council of Nicea was held, The best way to celebrate that 
event is to demonstrate the vitality of our faith by the abundance 


of our works.

how the Bishop gave him valuable assistance in creating the Sea- 
men’s Church Institute of San Francisco. Bishop Parsons told of 
how the comprehensive nature of the Bishop dealing with large 
and important undertakings was never too expanded to feel an 
interest in the individual for whom these large undertakings were 
planned and carried on. He said that back of the port and back 
of the shipping and commerce and even back of the Institute 
itself there was his abiding interest in the welfare, spiritually and 
physically of the individual seaman. 

It was a pleasure to welcome the choir of Trinity Church, with 
their ever-acceptable singing. A picture of the Bishop, suitably 
framed, was presented to the Institute by the chaplains who have 
served in this port.

$50,000,000 TOWARD RELIGIOUS EDUCATION? 


It may be remembered from last Christmas time that a men’s 
lunch club of Christ Church, Williamsport, Pennsylvania, has for 
one of its leading activities encouraging the use of proper and 
religious Christmas cards. The club reports a year of quite remark- 
able progress. While they are mindful that the world will not be 
evangelized solely by the medium of Christmas cards, nevertheless 
the fact that over $50,000,000 worth of cards sold last year makes 
one realize what an influence on religious education even a fraction 
of those cards might have. In the fifteen days before Christmas in 
New York City alone the postmaster states that the receipts of his 
office were over $3,400,000 and that most of this postage was for 
Christmas cards. 


VOTING IN THE PARISH HALL 


On Election Day a year or two ago the vestry of Trinity Church, 
Boston, after careful thought, gave the use of the parish hall to 
the city for a polling place. It must have been a great boon to 
women, who usually have to penetrate barber shops or even less 
attractive places. The rector wrote: “I am glad to have the parish 
render this service to the city. It is well that votes should be cast 
in such surroundings and I believe the action of the vestry will be 
especially appreciated by the women voters of this precinct.” 


WHERE DOES RELIGION COME IN?

I wish to appeal for your prayerful consideration of the training 
of our boys and girls. We must have the co-operation of every 
father and mother (the word “parent” includes “father”’).

The Ministry in Christian Character—A City-wide Call 
to the Laity 


(By Rev. William M. Bours) 


When Bishop Nichols observed that the laity constitute a mine 
of untold wealth for the Church, he appraised integral values in 
any constructive movement looking toward Christian extension, 
unity and strength. 


The reproduction of similars is the law of Christian life. The 
energy of a personality truly Christian is by nature spent in an 
effort to make at least some one else a Christian. Christian char- 
acter is the beginning and the end of missionary activity. Chris- 
tianity is essentially social. 

The spirit of corporate Christianity is likewise missionary. Co- 
incident with the creation, on the first Christian Pentecost, of the 
Divine Society was the addition thereto by baptism of about three 
thousand members. A parish of Christians necessarily includes in 
its work extra-parochial interests. 

The institutes of Christianity involve business dependent for 
accomplishment on ministeries expressed in co-operative work on 
the part of both laymen and women. A classical instance of such 
co-operation may be had in the fact that, when needed improve- 
ments were about to be made in the church property at Corte 
Madera, the writer, who is priest-in-charge, asked where the money 
was coming from to pay for the proposed improvements. He was 
told by a representative of the people that that was not his con- 
cern, but that the people themselves would attend to the matter. 

What a marvelous promotion of the spiritualities would there be 
for every parish, if the laity were to do that parochial work which 
their respective ministeries require for expression and for which their 
diverse talents and experiences fit them, leaving the clergy free to 
serve as pastors and as priests. 

When, in the transaction of diocesan business, laymen are suf- 
fered adequately to express their ministeries, great advantages will 
accrue thereby to the Church. The proceedings of the Diocesan 
Convention, for example, should not be a symposium mainly of 
clerical opinions, but should be in due equity an expression of the 
professional fitness and of the sound business sense and experi- 
ence of the lay delegates of the parishes and missions. 

There is evidence of a growing consciousness of lay vocation to 
Christian endeavor. The Woman’s Auxiliary, House of Church 
Women, Girls’ Friendly Society, Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
Daughters of the King, Young People’s Fellowship, Guild of St. 
Barnabas, St. Dorothy’s Rest, St. Andrew’s Inn, Seamen’s Church 
Institute, St. Luke’s Health Center are specialties jn the sphere of 
Christian work. 

One of the best institutions in the Diocese of California is The 


Churchmen’s Round Table, a body of business men associated for 


the promotion of Church work. Such an organization has a dual 
function—to make the Church businesslike, and to make business 
Christlike. 

Another enterprise that also marks a forward movement has been 
initiated, through the agency of Rev. G. H, B. Wright, by the 
Social Service Commission, namely, the formation in San Fran- 
cisco of a City Missionary Society. To further that project a com- 
mittee composed of the following named members was appointed 
by the Convocation of San Francisco: Chaplain Howard, chairman; 
Rev. Mr. Wright, secretary; Dean Turner, Rev. W. W. Jennings 
and the writer. For the purpose of effecting, in co-operation with 
the Bishop, permanent organization, the committee proposes to 
call a meeting of the clergy and other representatives of the 
Cathedral and of the several San Francisco parishes. 

Chaplain Howard emphasized the need for downtown church 
services. No spiritual exercise more truly interprets the construc- 
tive motif of a Christian campaign than a churchly service. 

Provision for the unhoused and for convalescents furnishes other 
large problems pressing for solution. 

An outstanding opportunity for service, in itself considered a 
justification for the formation of a City Missionary Society, arises 
from the fact that there are in San Francisco a large number of 
members of the Anglican Communion unattached to any City 
parish, who do not attend church services and who have in some 
cases lived for years jn the city unknown to the clergy. These 
statements are agreeable to the findings of a house-to-house can- 
vass of three San Francisco parishes made some years ago by the 
writer, There are, of course, two sides to the question of non- 
parochial affiliation but the neglect of certain persons to go to 
= does not warrant the neglect of the Church to go to 
them. 

According to the records of work done at the San Francisco 
Hospital during the last fourteen years—to note here but one line 
of endeavor in that extensive field for spiritual and for social 
rehabilitation—1150 residents of San Francisco, acknowledged mem- 
bers of the Church of England or of the Episcopal Church, un- 
attached to any City parish, were admitted as patients. Most of 
these drifting Churchmen and Churchwomen received at the hos- 
pital for the first time in years pastoral attention. Unquestionably

there exists in San Francisco and probably also in every other 
city what might be called a Submerged Parish, representing suffi- 
cient numbers of the unattached to make a large parish roster. 

There is sorely needed a follow-up agency to call upon dis- 
charged hospital patients with the view to re-establishing their 
parochial interests, gathering their children into Sunday Schools 
and bringing the unbaptized to baptism and to confirmation. For 
these vital purposes a misionary society could be, for the city 
parishes, a spiritual clearing house. 

A comparatively recent incident in the hospital work will suf- 
fice to demonstrate the prime importance of that work and the 
need for an association charged to fulfil more effectively, in fol- 
low-up visitations, the Church’s pastoral responsibilities. In the 
early part of this year a young married woman was admitted as a 
patient to the San Francisco Tuberculosis Hospital. She had not 
been baptized but was easily led to a consideration of the subject. 
In due time she was baptized, her husband, besides her father and 
mother, sister, brother and his wife being witnesses of the ceremony. 
In the exercise of her ministry her brother, also unbaptized, was, 
through her influence, baptized with her. The officiant then went 
with members of the family to an Infant Shelter, where the 
patient’s child was also Christened. Subsequently the increasingly 
ill woman received Holy Communion. Two months later she was 
called to her rest. Shortly after the burial the following note was 
received: “Thanking you for past words of encouragement tendered 
my beloved departed wife; also for sympathy shown in our hours 
of bereavement.” 

What a crusade of follow-up attention to such persons as these, 
impressionable through recent affliction, moreover, impressed with 
the Church’s work would mean to them as well as to those 
privileged to visit them, is beyond human accounting for the 
enlarging and for the strengthening of the household of God. 

In the calendar of the Christian Year the devotional appoint- 
ments for November stress the genius of Christian life as inter- 
preted in the multitudinous ministries of godly folk. The first 
day of that month is All Saints’ Day; the last day, St. Andrew's 
Day. The Collect for All Saints’ Day kindles, through supplica- 
tion, an aspiration for a share in the blessedness of the Church's 
social life, while the Collect for St. Andrew’s Day stirs up, by 


petition for grace, the expression of churchmanship in Christian 
ministry.
